DEFINITE..PURPOSE IN TEACHING | 
OF CHILDREN 


_@y Prof. A. M. Low) 


N the future. - education will 
have what it has always hit- 
herto lacked — definite purpose. 
A father tells you he is. giving his 
son the best education he can 
afford, but if you ask him “Edu- 
cation for What?” he stutters and 
is often unable to reply. 
-. Education. like “fitness.” is re- 
garded as an end in itself, while 
ino two people can agree on what 
it means and whether its object 
should be ¢o fit a man for his life’s 
work. to stimulate his brain. or 
merely to give him that dreadful 
thing called “tone.” © Probably. 
most fathers hope. that their bors 
will collect something from ‘each 
department. quite forgetting that 
heredity has exhausted most pos- 
sibilities beforehand. 

Modern teachers would feel as 
strangely out of place in the school 
of the future as would the seven- 
teenth century pedagorue ina 
present-day. council school Fa- 
thers will not .insist upon their 
children learning subjects simply 
because ther learned them them- 
selves, but will realise’ that the 
educational needs of young men 
and women are subject to change, 
like everything else ir the world. 


No More Greek Verses 

The schools of to-morrow will 
not tolerate such folly as plays 
given in Greek or Latin. as 
unintelligible. to the players as the 
audience; dull beyond bearing. 
were i¢ not for some exceedingly 
bad puns: The idea of a prize 
for hexameters will seem as ridicu- 
lous as would, no doubt, an award 
for the best poem in Esperanto 
today. But, whereas these Greek 
verses are the sheerest waste of 
time. other than as mental exercise, 
Esperanto might conceivably be of 
some benefit. — :

how to continue to acquire in- 
formation all his life, detail does 
not matter so much.

While Canada, from an industrial 
standpoint, is best known for its

mine, munufucturing in Canad is 
steudily expanding and has already 
cecupied s position of importance 
in the country. 

The: progress of muxufucturing 
hax been acceleruted at- various 
periods in the recent history of the 
Dominion. ‘The development of the 
West opened up new markets for 
menufactured commodities. A more 
recent but exceedingly important: 
factor has been the production of 
cheap electricity for power from 
vast water power resources. 

Stimulated By War 

The Great ‘War stimulated manv- 
facturing, as the importation of 
muny commodities was practically 
cut off at that time, and agricul- 
turists on account of the high prices 
ruling for their products had en- 
hanced purchasing power. The 
boom in Canadian manufacturing 
reached a peak in 1920; then it re- 
ceded and again rose to a further 
pesk in 1929. ~ 

In 1890 the output of Canadian 
factories totalled about $470,000,- 
000; in 1910 it was $1,000,000,000;
